Andover’s Population Increase 
To Bring One More Liguor License 


Andover will have one more 


liquor license to grant this year as 
a result of the increase shown in 
the recent census, provided that 
the town again votes for license 
for liquors to be gerved on the 
premises. The town went up into 
the 11,000 class and under state 
law this entitles the town to one 


more license. The package store 
quota remains the same however, 


as an increase of 
tion is necessary 
this case.

Indications are that the liquor 
question in November will again 
be keenly fought out. Two years 
ago when the town voted to out- 
law selling hard liquors for con- 
sumption on the premises, the 
plurality was 190 votes. On the 
second question, the sale of wines 
and beers for consumption on the 
premises was approved, but there 
was only an 80 vote plurality. With 
both results having been very close 
it can be assumed that a change 
either way might result, and on 
January first of next year Andover 


may either be serving all alcoholic 
beverages for consumption on the 
premises or it may be serving none. 
Last time the package stores had 
an amazing plurality of 1885 and 
so there’s no chance that the pack- 
age stores will be forced out. 

The selectmen «as licensing au- 
thorities two years ago had to 
withdraw a number of licenses 
when the vote to ban hard liquor 
went through, and this enabled 
them to clean up some of the sore 
spots, with the result ‘that condi- 
tions have been pretty generally 
recognized as being much better. 
If the town repeats its vote of four 
years ago and again allows the sale 
of hard liquor for drinking on the 
premises, it is entirely probable 
that no new licenses will be 
granted save for the one ithat the 
increased population allows; it is 
expected that the present license- 
holders will ask for the more in- 
clusive license, and if their record 
has been satisfactory, the licensing 
board would ‘be more likely to ex- 
tend their license than to grant 
one to a new applicant.

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‘Bench Marks” Placed Here In W. P. A. Project 
To Supply Basis For Future Work

Little has been heard about a W. 
Pp. A. project that has been going 
on here in Andover for some time, 
but it is one that in many ways 
has a basis of permanence behind 
it. The W. P. A. Leveling project 
finds its physical results in the 
placing of small bronze discs 
called bench marks in various 
places in the town. The theory be- 
hind them and their purpose is ex- 
plained in the following report by 
supervisor F. Tyler Carlton: 

Have you been wondering about 
the why and the wherefore of 
those bronze discs that so mys- 
teniously sprout up in granite 
steps such as the Andover Savings 
Bank’s? To date some fifty of 
these so called “Bench Marks” 
have been placed in the north- 
eastern part of town. Some planted 
in ledge have just broken through 
the surface; others set in a con- 
crete bound in grass plots are just 
below the sod, to be out of the 
way of the lawn-mower. These 
“benches,” as they are known, are 
reference points which it is hoped 
will be permanent, the bronze 
disc being a means of identifying 
an exact spot. The disc is slightly 
convex so that dit has a definite 
high spot; it is numbered for 
identity and indexing in the

The United Sitates Coast and 
Geodetic Survey has established 
tide gauge stations at which it 
takes hourly readings of tide 
heights. A semies of these readings 
over a three year period will give 
the mean reading to within a 
quarter of an inch. A startlingly 
long period is necessary to elimi- 
nate the seasonal and incidental 
storm-caused variations. As early 
as 1879, the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Surveys ran a chain 
of precise levels across the contin- 
ent. Twenty years later it was 
found that the leveling done up un- 
til then was in error due to the 
fact that the earth is an oblate 
spheroid. This necessitated an ad- 
justment known as orthometric 
correction.

Is the United States Chamber- 
laining or Dilly-Daladiering at 
present? Are we proving that what 
the Totalitarians call the ineffi- 
ciency of the Democracies is a 
necessary part of that system of 
government? With the Nazis un- 
leashing savage attacks on England 
what are we doing to make it plain 
to the Nazis, in case they do win 
over England, that we are prepared 
to speak the only language they 
seem to be able to speak, in the 
event that their aspirations go be- 
yond the British Isles? 

Well, we’ve appropriated a lot of 
money for defense. Most of us 
were glad to have it appropriated, 
with the majority of us hoping that 
too much of it would not be 
wasted before January when we'll 
have a chief executive with a tal- 
ent for managing instead of mis- 
managing things. And what has 
this accomplished? Pitiably little. 
Of course the President made a 
trip to inspect our defenses; so did 
Daladier. Everything’s going fine, 
he reports. That’s a habit he has 
developed in seven years of ex- 
plaining away failures. Today we 
know, everybody who reads a 
newspaper knows, that the most 
important single branch of modern 
warfare is the airplane, and how, 
Mr. President, are we coming along 


in that branch? Is everything fine 
there? 

This defense program involves a 
tremendous amount of business, 
and the President has consistently 
shown that he doesn’t understand 
business. All he has to do is to get 
up and say: “We must have 50,000 
planes, and equipment to produce 
50,000 annually.” But his magic 
wand doesn’t work, because he 
doesn’t understand business. Who 
is going to pay for the enormous 
plant expansion that is necessary? 
“Why, Business will pay for that, 
of course,” says the President. 
Rugged individuals will come forth 
and pay to make permanent addi- 
tions to their plants for something 
that we hope will be only tempor- 
ary. Figure this investment into 
your cost? Of course, that’s the 
thing to do. But the administration 
is going to take that money in the 
form of an excess profits tax, and 
when the crisis is over, you'll be

folks will pass ‘by and say: “Ima- 
gine him putting up a white ele- 
phant like that. What could he 
have been thinking of? No wonder 
his firm went broke.” 

And that is why we're slow on 
airplanes. The rest of America has 
learned in the last few years 
something that President Roose- 
velt hasn’t: that National progress 
needs co-operation between Govern- 
ment, Business and Labor. Today 
National ‘Safety needs the same 
thing, and President Roosevelt has 
proved that he’s hardly the man to 
secure it. 


“Our Day’’

Selectman Tells Public Utilities 
Board Rates Are Exorbitant 


“The telephone company has ef- 
fected rates that seem exorbitant,” 
Selectman Roy BH. Hardy wrote the 
State Department of Public Utili- 
ties this week in commenting on 
the foreign exchange rate which 
for a business phone makes the 
cost of calls, Lawrence or Andover, 
over 28 cents each. The Department 
recently reduced the mileage 
charge for Lawrence phones in 
Andover, and Mr. Hardy states: 
“Tt is difficult to see how an appar- 
ent reduction order can be 60 
easily transformed into a very sub- 
stantial rate increase.” 


The letter follows: 


“Sometime ago your board hand- 
ed down a decision that, on the 
surface, reduced the charges of a 
telephone service located in An- 
dover and listed on the Lawrence 
Exchange. This reduction was 
based on a decrease in the toll 
mileage rates from $1.20 to $1.00 
per quarter mile. 

“In making a practical applica- 
tion of your decision, the telephone 
company has effected rates that 
seem exorbitant. I enclose a copy 
of these rates and wish to call your 
attention to the charges for a 
Lawrence business service in An- 


dover. Limited to 70 calls, this 
means a charge of over 28 cents 
a call, whereas the regular toll 
charge is five cents. It is difficult 
to see how an apparent reduction 
order can be so easily transformed 
into a very substantial rate in- 
crease. 


‘T would appreciate your imme- 
diate advice on this question.” 


The rates quoted were: 

Lawrence business service in 
Andover: $4.25 limited to 70 calls, 
plus $15.00 mileage, plus 75 cents 
government tax, totalling $20.00. 


Lawrence residence service in 


Andover: $3.25 individual line, un- 
limited, plus $15.00 mileage plus 
75 cents tax, totalling $19.00. 


Andover business service in 
Lawrence: $4,/50 unlimited Law- 
rence service plus $15.00 mileage, 
plus 75 cents tax, totalling $20.25. 

Andover residence service in 
Lawrence, $2.75 individual line, un- 
limited, plus $15.00 mileage plus 
75 cents tax totalling $18.50. 

It will be noted that business 
people in Lawrence pay 25 cents 
more per month than business 
people living in Andover, but they 
have an unlimited number of calls 
while Andover business people are 
limited to 70.
